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DOMINION JOINS REST OF EMPIRE AS 
PARLIAMENT UNANIMOUSLY APPROVES 


-$100,000,000 Appropetation for Procesuction of 
War Rushed Through Both Houses; Local | 
Recruiting Commenced Monday 


History was made on Sunday last, Septem- 
ber 10th, when Canada, for the first time since she 
reached the status of a nation, declared:war. Fol- 
lowing unanimous approval of the Speech from the 
Throne, which was, in effect, a vote of confidence 
in the government and support for its stand in the 
war crisis, the formal declaration that a state of 
war existed between Germany and Canada, was 
issued, The declaration, published in a special is- 
sue of the Canada Gazette, was cabled to the High 
Commissioner in London and was, shortly after- 
wards, approved by His Majesty. Thus, just one 
week after Britain declared war on Germany, Can- 
ada took her stand with the other members of the 
far-flung British Commonwealth of Nations in ‘the 
war which is now being fought against the ruthless 
forces of armed aggression in Europe. 

Following Canada’s formal declaration of 
war on Sunday, a resolution authorizing appropria- 
tion of $100,000,000 for war purposes was rushed 
through both houses in near-record time, and on 
Tuesday parliament was expected to consider a 
war-time budget which would provide the neces- 
sary means for raising of this huge’sum.” 

Locally, the war was brought home to the 
citizens of Wainwright and district by the arrival, |= 
on Monday morning, of recruiting officers and 
medical examiners for the purpose of enlisting 
suitable volunteers in .the Edmonton Regiment. 
A recruiting depot’has been set up in the Wain- 
wright Hotel and the work of examining and at- 


testing the applicants is now in full swing. 

Most important development of the week has'been the speed of the 
German invasion of’Poland. Despite stubborn and desperate resistance by 
the Poles, German troops have penetrated Polish territory as far as the cap- 
ital city, Warsaw, but latest reports indicate that the Polish troops have 
rallied around that city and, by a fierce counter-attack, thrust the invaders 
back on several fronts. While the battle for Warsaw is still raging as this 
is written, meagre reports would seem to indicate that the German advance 
has been halted, for the time at least, and the Polish troops are now v strongly 
entrenched in previously prepared positions. 


On the western.front, French troops have penetrated several miles into | 


German territory in an attack intended to relieve the pressure on Poland by 
forcing .the German high command to rush troops to the Franco-German 
frontier. 


on the famous Siegfried line. 


While all movements of British troops have been cloaked in official | 


secrecy, it has been stated that the British Expeditionary Force has now 
arrived in France and, according to reports, have had some part in the initial 
operations of the French offensive. 

On the high seas, German U-boats are continuing their relentless war 
on merchant shipping and several smaller vessels have been sunk, the lose— 
life varying in different instances. The institution of an air-tight convoy 
system, to ensure the safety of passengers and goods, is expected very soon, 
as this proved a very effective means of combating the submarine menace 
during the war of 1914-18. The Royal Navy, meanwhile, has not been idle, 
and as a consequence of this activity German merchant marine has been, 
practically driven from the high seas to seek refuge in neutral harbors. | 
The German navy, of which much was heard a few years ago when the; 
pocket-battleship was said to have inaugurated a new and efficient naval 
force, is safely ensconced in the protected Kiel Canal and other safe refuges 
and is, apparently, indisposed to venture out for a trial of strength with the 
blockading British fleet.

No Winter Feed 
Shortage Expected 


Good progress has been made with 
the harvesting of the grain crops of 
the Prairie Provinces, according to 
the Bank of Montreal crop report, al- 
though wet weather has caused de- 
lays in Manitoba and parts of Saskat- 
chewan. Threshing is well advanced 
in Manitoba and is general in Sas- 
katchewan. In southern Alberta and 
the Peace River district threshing is 
under way but elsewhere in the Prov- 
ince little has been done. While the 
wheat yields are extremely variable, 
outturns in most districts are higher 
|than expected and the grain is re- 
| ported to be of good quality. Good 
average yields are being obtained in 
Manitoba and Alberta. Heat and 
drought caused considerable damage 
in Saskatchewan, but except in the 
southeast, district, where crops are 
practically a failure, wheat yields 
generally will be fairly satisfactory. 

About 75 per cent. of the Alberta 
wheat crops has been cut under fav- 
orable weather’ conditions; early 
threshing returns indicate higher 
yields than anticipated, with grades 
one to three northern. predominating. 
Cutting of a light crop of coarse 
grains is well advanced. Pastures are 
drying up. but no shortage of winter 
feed is anticipated. Sugar beets are 
satisfactory. 

In Saskatchewan, while rains have 
caused some delays, cutting is prac- 
tically finished and threshing is now 
general. Threshing returns indicate 
the yields and grades of wheat to be 
better than were anticipated. Crops 
in the southeast district are practic- 
ally a failure, but elsewhere fairly 
satisfactory yields are being obtained. 
Coarse grain crops are fair. 

Although wet weather has caused 
several delays in Manitoba, threshing 
is now well advanced. Wheat yields 
generally are somewhat higher than 
expected and indications are that the 
total‘ production will be greater’ than 
that of last year. While coarse grains

Very 
probably they will have to do it all 
over again about 1941.

Last year, 94,000 persons died in 
accidents. Deaths of employed men 
and women contributed 36,500 to the 
total. Of these, only 16,500 were due 
to work accidents. The remainder, 
21,000, resulted from aceidents that 
occurred away from work. 

Of the not at work fatalities suff- 
ered by employed persons, 13,000 re- 
sulted from motor vehicle accidents, 
8,000 from non-motor accidents.

During th past 20 or 30 years, the 
broody hen has gradually lost its im- 
portance as a hatching ahd rearing 
medium, due to the advent of com- 
mercial hatcheries and reliable breed- 
ers, states D. G. Dehny, Dominion Ex. 
perimental Station, Summerland, B.C. 
Induced by the change in method for 
replenishing annually the flock of 
laying birds, the considerable tenden- 
ey toward broodiness normally exhib. 
ited by the popular American breeds 
of poultry such as Barred Rocks. 
Rhode Island Reds and White Wyan- 
dottes had to be reduced by breeding 
in order that they might become as 
free from this characteristic as were 
the Leghorns. 


While, at first, it was doubted whe- 
| ther much damage could be brought 


about by breeding, it is now recog-' 


nized that constant selection of non- 
‘broody and less intense broody lines 
has so eliminated this liability in 
some flocks of heavy breeds that they 
now compare favorably with the Leg- 
horns, both for egg production and 
lack of broodiness. 

In developing the flock of White 
Wyandottes at the Summerland Ex- 


perimental Station, it has been part 


of the policy to include in the breed- 
ing pens no hen that went broody on 
more than two occasions during its 
pullet laying year. All males used 
for breeding purposes have been bred 
from non-broody stock. This system 
has proved so useful that, whereas in 
the year 1922-23 60 per cent. of the 
flock of pullets went broody at least 
once, in 1937-28 selective breeding 
had reduced this to 11.5 per cent. of 
the pullet flock. Birds exhibiting 
broodiness more than twice in their 
pullet yera had been reduced from 36 
per cent. to 5 per cent. in the same 
period. , 

It has been found that egg produc- 
tion of the flock has increased by a 
little over 70 eggs a bird since 1922. 
23, and while other aspects of select- 
ive breeding are in some measure ac- 
countable for this difference, there is 
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no doubt that the reduction of broodi- 
_ness by breeding has’ been a major 
| influence.

ence of 7 eggs per bird last year be-+ 
tween the average number of eggs 
laid by the non-broody and _ th¢ 
broody pullets. } 


It may be argued that it is easy to 
eliminate broodiness from flocks that 
are trap-nested regularly, and that it 
is more difficult to control it in the 
ordinary poultryman’s flock. In 
actual fact, however, the desired re. 
sult can be secured by the simple 
procedure of placing a celluloid leg 
band on the pullet’s leg each time it 
goes broody. It is then an easy mat- 
ter to cull from the breeding pens all 
the hens carrying any, or more than 
two bands, depending upon where the 
culling line is to be drawn. In any 
case, the use of breeding males from 
hon-broody lines is advisable if a rap- 
id advance is to be made. The small’ 
!amount of labor involved will be well 
repaid. '
